A neighbor had been asked 
to care for the flowers, but he 
had no occasion to check the 
residence. 

A small amount of narcotics in 
a medical bag in a closet was 
left undisturbed. 

Police believe the stolen goods 
were taken out the front door 
and loaded into an automobile or 
truck. 

Among things taken were 11 
men’s suits and a sports coat 
valued at $1200; 200 high fidel- 
ity and stereophonic recordings, 
$1000, and television’sets, photo- 
graphic equipment, guns, musi- 
cal instruments, silver, and lug- 
gage. A total of $225 in cash also 
was taken.

Rebellious sand and gravel 
truck drivers will file a com- 
plaint with international officers 
of the Teamsters Union against 
a contract negotiated for them 
by their president, E. E. (Gene) 
Walla, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 


Evan T. Crawford, chairman 
of a committee of drivers organ- 
ized to oppose .the contract, said 
the complaint will be filed in the 
office here of Harold Gibbons, 
Teamsters international vice 
president. 

“We will complain about the 
nature of the contract and we 
will say that Walla signed it 
without the approval of the 


members,” Crawford asserted. 

Walla is president of Local | 
682. About 110 drivers who are |

they are paid 14 to 20 cents a 
ton less than under their pre- 
vious contract and that, in some 
cases, they are making less 
money than they did 10 years 
ago.

1500-MILE THOR 
TEST PRELUDE TO 
SATELLITE SHOT 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla., 
Aug. 6 (AP)—The Air Force) 
fired its versatile Thor missile 
on a 1500-mile test flight last 
night in a prelude to an 
approaching satellite shot. 

The launching appeared per- 
fect as the 65-foot intermediate 
range ballistic missile started 
over the Atlantic ocean on a 
reliability test. 

Not far from the launching 
pad, a 90-foot Thor-Able rocket 
stands poised to hurl a 142- 
pound radiation satellite into an 
orbit about the earth. The 
attempt is expected in the next 
few days. A Thor forms the 
first stage of the three-stage 
Thor-Able. 

Two-stage Thor-Ables were 
used in three unsuccessful lunar 
probes last year and in several 
nose cone re-entry tests this 
year. The Thor itself has re- 
corded several successes in 
war weapon tests and also 
serves as the booster for the 
Discoverer satellites launched at 
California’s Pacific missile 
range. Operational Thor squad- 
rons are stationed in England as 
part of NATO defense forces.

Rickover, pioneer in the de- 
velopment of the United States 
‘nuclear submarine fleet, was 
scheduled to meet with the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee behind closed doors. 
He returned with Nixon yester- 
day from a two-week tour behind 
the Iron Curtain. 

Committee sources said the 
meeting was arranged to give 
|members an opportunity to get 
Rickover’s appraisal of Soviet 
| progress in nuclear energy. 

Rickover may well be the free 
world’s most knowledgeable ex- 
pert on Russian developments in 
nuclear propulsion. He was the 
first American to see the atomic

Stevenson’s Book on Russia 
Reviewed in Sovict Magazine 


MOSCOW, Aug. 6 (AP)—The 
atest issue of the magazine 
New Times contains a review of 
a “book by Adlai Stevenson 
describing his trip to the Soviet 
Union in 1958, the news agency 
Tass reported today. 


The book, “Friends and Ene- 
migs,”” was among those re- 
stored to the shelves of the 
American Exhibition yesterday 
affer having been removed on 
the eve of the fair’s opening last 
month. All of the books, some of 
which the Russians objected to, 
now are under glass and not 
open to reading by Russian visi- 
tots to the exhibit. 


Tass termed the review of 
Stevenson’s book favorable. 


“What he, an ideologist of | pedia Britannica, saying that it 


capitalism, saw in the Soviet 
Union is unpalatable to him,” 
the Review said. “But he re- 
mains a realist . . . one cannot 
say that Stevenson is free of 


writers when they step upon So- 
cialist soil, He failed to under- 


stand many things, missed oth- 


ers and there were some things 
he apparently chose not to see. 

“But all this is relatively un- 
important. As one should have 
expected of a serious and intel- 
ligent representative -of .Amer- 
ican imperialism, Stevenson did 
see the main thing in the Soviet 
Union and this is what he writes 
afout summing up his impres- 
sions.

of a school of sober thinking. It 
should be hoped that in the 
West, especially in the United 
States itself, they will ponder 
on his conclusions.

WHAT IS your favorite sand- 
wich? The plebeian ham-on-rye? 
Or the elegant chicken or turkey 
club sandwich? You may have 
either one and stay well within 
the “good buys” pattern of mar- 
keting this week. 

In fact, almost all of the stand- 
ard sandwich ingredients are 
budget priced as we enter Au- 
gust. Ham and bacon have made 
repeated appearances on the list 
of values during recent weeks. 

Chicken and turkey are bar- 
gain priced. Eggs are a natural 
for sandwich meals—either for 
egg salad sandwiches, or for 
stuffed eggs to serve with meat 
sandwiches. They, too, are a 
bargain. 


Do remember that bread is 
two-thirds of most sandwiches, 
so choose it thoughtfully. (It's 
always an excellent value, when 
you consider how much it yields 
nutritionally on a low invest- 
ment). 


It’s fun to vary the types of 
breads and buns used for sand- 
wiches. Sometimes two kinds 
may be combined to advantage— 
for instance, one piece of white 
bread with one of whole wheat. 

Here are a few suggestions to 
use as a sort of check list.

Joining the Labor Fight 


Why are the Democrats in Congress so 
nervous and irritated over President Eisen- 
hower’s decision to go to the people on the 
labor reform issue? 


Senator Lyndon Johnson must know he is 
sounding rather foolish when he sternly ad- 
vises the President to leave this question to 
the “collective. judgment” of Congress. The 
presidency is just as much a part of the legis- 
lative process as Congress itself. 

Mr. Eisenhower sent Congress a message 
on labor legislation last January, and nobody 
objected that he was interfering. He is wholly 
within his rights now in appealing to the 
people, and we hope the result will be a 
great wave of public demand for a truly ef- 
fective bill—by which we mean a bill that 
not only guarantees union members’ rights 
and requires the reporting of union funds, 
but also curtails unjustified secondary boy- 
cotts and blackmail picketing. 

Perhaps it is the anticipatory fear of just 
such public pressure that makes the Demo- 
cratic leadership so uncomfortable. 


Since the issue may well turn in the end 
on boycotts and picketing, it is time for those 
who oppose effective legislation on these 
subjects to tell the people plainly why. There 
is a great deal of fuzzy talk about not penal- 
izing legitimate unionism and not reacting 
to the Hoffa scandals by passing union-bust- 
ing legislation. We agree that Congress 
ought to avoid such extremism. The task is 
not to weaken the labor movement but to 
curb some of the excess power of unscru- 
pulous labor bosses. 

But who says that the Administration pro- 
posals for dealing with secondary boycotts 
would actually weaken the labor movement? 
And why? 

A secondary boycott is a weapon by which 
some unions, especially the Teamsters, force 
Company X to yield to union demands by 
applying economic pressure on Company Y, 
which is not a party to the dispute. In some 
circumstances, the Boycott is justified—for 
example, if Company Y is performing struck 
work for Company X, and thus entering into 
the primary dispute. The Administration pro- 
posal would not curtail such boycotts. It 
would curtail only those which force one 
person to cease doing legitimate business 
with another. 


Present law nominally bans such boycotts. 
But it is ineffective because it only bans 
concerted action by employes. The unions 
have found ways to apply boycott pressure 
directly on employers, and ways to avoid be- 
ing convicted of concerted action. So they 
get around the law. 

The McClellan committee exposed many 
instances of how this happens. The Teamsters 
drove one Nebraska truck operator out of 


—pusiness because his employes would not join 


the union. The union sought its ends, not: by 
persuading his employes to join, but by 
threatening other companies with “labor 
trouble” if they did business with him. 


Why is it not proper to close the legal loop- 
holes which make this sort of thing possible? 
Why would it injure legitimate labor to do so? 
Why does decent unionism need the power to 
intimidate innocent employers who are not 
parties to a labor dispute somewhere else? 

Those who oppose the Administration’s 
stand on this subject owe the people a full 
answer to such questions instead of hiding 
behind foggy generalities. The obligation 
rests most of all on Senator John Kennedy, 
who poses as a friend of labor reform by 
sponsoring a relatively weak bill, but opposes 
effective action against unjustified secondary 
boycotts. 


‘Similar Local Controversies’ 


Speaking for the Metropolitan Chamber of 
Commerce, Aloys P. Kaufmann has entered a 
strong appeal with the State Highway Com- 
mission to locate the route of Interstate High- 
way 44 through St. Louis and the county. 
Without mentioning specifically the Webster 
Groves protests which have held up action, 
the former Mayor says, “Certainly we want 
to avoid the costly and time-consuming delays 
which have been experienced in approving 
other expressway locations within Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis, due to similar local contro- 
versies.” ‘ 

We agree, and invite attention to a similar 
local controversy in which one alderman is 
holding up approval of a new right-of-way and 
hence much-needed widening, of the Express 
Highway section of the Daniel Boone route. 
This is entirely within the confines of St. 
Louis. What is sauce for the county is sauce 
for the city; neither has a priority on those 
“time-consuming delays.” 


And Now We Have 50 


Although the Governors’ Conference at 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, was watched particu- 
larly for any indication of the presidential 
intentions of its members, among them Govs. 
Rockefeller of New York and Brown of Cali- 
fornia, it had other significance. 

First of all, the Governors’ Conference is 
now into its second half century. It has com- 
pleted 50 years of meetings at which state 
and federal relationships have been threshed 
out from changing points of view. Also, this 
wes the first time the meeting was held out- 
side the continental United States. That 
served as a measure of the growing interest 
of the United States in Puerto Rico and the 
administration there of Gov. Munoz-Marin. 


This year the Governors’ Conference seated 
25 new members—almost half the total mem- 
bership, and the largest number of new Gov- 
ernors ever admitted in one year. Undoubted- 
ly this marks a high point in popular interest 
in the office of Governor over the country, 
for’ new interest inevitably goes with new 
faces. 

As the Governors met, municipal indebted- 
ness stood at an all-time high. State and local 
governments together have run up a debt 
increase of $32,000,000,000 in the last 10 
years. That is nearly three times the national 
debt increase in the same period, as Gov. 
Collins of Florida, conference chairman,

And if we could get along without them 
three years out of four, they would have to 
be reinstated every presidential election year. 
Otherwise how would we sort out the hope- 
fuls and install a President in the White 
House? 


Beyond the Opinion Polls 


Gov. Rockefeller and the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration are both furnishing fresh exam- 
ples of the extent to which the political 
opinion poll has become a master as .well as 
a servant in American public life. 

The New York Governor, described as a 
great believer in political polls, is reported 


waiting to see whether they show him lead- — 


ing Vice President Nixon before he decides 
about becoming an avowed candidate for the 
Republican nomination to the Presidency. 
And a State Department poll showing Ameri- 
cans overwhelmingly in favor of holding 
firm in West Berlin is reported to have been 
a large factor in the Administration's deci- 
sion for an exchange of visits between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Premier Khrushchev. 

As do poll-influenced decisions generally, 
these reliances on opinion-sampling tech- 
niques make us wonder sometimes what lead- 
ership and citizenship are coming to in this 
country. 5 

Would the Administration have foregone 
the Eisenhower-Khrushchev exchange if a 
poll had shown most Americans weak on 
West Berlin? Should the leadership of our 
country be strong or flabby according to 
what the samplers report to be the muscular 
state of prevailing opinion? 

Should Mr. Rockefeller not run unless the 
polls convince the pros he is the bandwagon 
and induce them to jump on? Or should a 
candidate with a program he believes in 
press forward regardless:of apparent odds 
against him and try to convince the people 
—and the pros—that they should elect him? 


Polls can, we think, be useful if they are 
kept in their place. But pollism, which is the 
tendency to be led around by the nose by 
them, is only a new form of defeatism. The 
prospective candidate waiting to be led by 
those he aspires to lead, the office-holder 
who approaches serious decisions as though 
they were popularity contests—the voter in 
the voting booth intimidated by fear of being 
run over by the juggernaut—these are not, 
we feel sure, the stuff of which our fore- 
fathers founded a new nation. 

We mean no unkindness to Gov. Rockefel- 
ler or to the State Department. Most of us 
have got more than a touch of pollism by 
this time, and it is pervasive in commerce as 
in politics. Perhaps what we need is to put 
the polls in perspective, as limited and falli- 
ble instruments and not as the sovereign 
product of the ultimate witch-doctor. They 
may reflect the general state of mind at a 
given moment, but they can never show 
what a dauntless leadership and a studious 
citizenry can make that state of mind into. 
Let’s not ever let the pollsters forget it. 


Little Rock Moves Ahead 


Things are on the move in Little Rock. The 
voters bravely recalled the segregationists on 
the School Board. Then Gov. Faubus retreat- 
ed from his old position against any compli- 
ance with the Supreme Court decision; he 


accepted the principle of desegregation but 


hoped to limit its application. Now the mem- 
bers of the School Board have advanced the 
opening of the city’s high schools nearly 
four weeks to Aug. 12 following the recent 
registration in which 60 Negro students ex- 
pressed a desire to attend white high schools. 

The School Board’s plan is anything but 
earth-shaking. It is the modest one of send- 
ing six Negro students to two otherwise all- 
white high schools. The means for doing this 
is the pupil placement law which the School 
Board administers. This is not so much a small, 
firm beginning of desegregation in Little 
Rock as it is a resumption of the integration 
started two years ago at Central High School 
and halted by mob violence. Meantime the 
last of the special white high schools, operat- 
ed privately, has folded up. Apparently the 
boys and girls of high school age will attend 
the regular schools of Little Rock or they will 
not go at all this fall. 

The capital city of Arkansas has been 
through a hard, bitter, wasteful, frustrating 
experience. Surely Gov. Faubus now realizes 
that he must cause no more trouble. Lost 
time cannot be made up, but it is possible to 
ensure that time is not thrown away in the 
future.

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BRIDGE TOLLS 10 Bt 
PART OF TAX STUDY 


The ways and means commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen 
will consider removal of Mac- 
Arthur Bridge tolls in the next 
fiscal year, but only as one of 
séveral tax-reduction proposals, 
Chairman Louis M. Aboussie 
said today. 

The committee plans to make 
a study of the entire tax struc- 
ture, in view of a prospective 
surplus from the doubled earn- 
ings tax of 1 per cent. 

Removal of the bridge tolls 
will get no favored treatment, 
the chairman added. He noted 
that other cuts claiming official 
@ttention would be in earning 
tax exemptions, and in gasoline, 
real estate, cigarette, and mer- 
chants and manufacturers taxes. 

With tolls of 15 cents for pas- 
senger cars and: 30 cents for 
trucks, the bridge brings in about 
$1,120,000 a year, but $314,000 
has to be paid for maintenance, 
and nearly $300,000 in taxes to 
East Side governments.

“T’ll be for taking the tolls off 
MacArthur when they are taken 
off the other bridges,” Leisure 
said. 

The only free bridges in the 
area are the Clark Bridge at 
Alton and Jefferson Barracks 
Bridge, which was made free 
only last week.

NAVY GIVING UP BASE 
FOR NEW LEVEE HERE 


By a Washington ngton Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6— The 
Navy today acted to enable the 
City of St. Louis to acquire the 
Ferry Street Naval Training cen- 
ter and begin early planning on 
a flood protection levee there. 
The Bureau of Personnel rec- 
ommended that the 12-acre site 
at the foot of Ferry street be 


declared “‘excess”’ to the Navy’s 
needs. It also recommended that 
in disposing of the property the 
rights of other Federal agencies 
to acquire it be waived. This 
would allow St. Louis to acquire 
the land. 

The bureau’s recommendation 
included a condition that disposal 
of the property not be carried 
out until] the Navy vacates the 
base, expected about July 1961. 
This would allow time for con- 
struction of a new training sta- 
tion planned at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. 

A Navy spokesman said the 
bureau’s recommendations, 
which are expected to receive 
final Navy approval soon, were 
intended to aid the city and the 
Army Corps of Engineers in de- 
veloping plans for a cheaper 
levee through the site of the 
training station. 

After the Navy some time ago 
announced plans to abandon the 
Ferry street site, the Corps of 
Engineers said a concrete flood- 
wall that had been planned 
there could be replaced by an 
earthen levee at a saving of 
more than $500,000. The corps 
has been reluctant to begin 
planning the levee without as- 
surance that the city could ob- 
tain the site and provide the 
necessary easement. 

The Navy spokesman said to- 
day’s. recommendations would 
enable the city to apply for the 
land almost at once. 

The recommendation that the 
prior rights of other federal 
agencies to the land be waived 
in favor of the city must be ap- 
proved by the General Services 
Administration, which will dis- 
pose of the property. Terms for 
disposal of the property also 
will be set by GSA. 

City officials have been cool 
to the idea of purchasing the 
site, which was sold to the Navy 
by the city in 1956 for $90,000. 
They have said that city funds 
being used in conjunction with 
federal funds to finance the mas- 
ter flood protection system on 
the Mississippi river are close-

Cousins Want to Raise Cerebral Pals

CLEVELAND, Aug. 6. 

BRIAN SWEISTHAL is un- 
aware that he is the storm cen- 
ter of one of the strangest 
human controversies in Ameri- 
can legal history. 

The 12-year-old boy is a help- 
less victim of cerebral palsy. He 
can’t walk or talk. His mental 
age is 2. 

His parents are divorced. 
Neither wants him. 

Two cousins love him, and 
are willing to devote their lives 
to his care and welfare. 

But reluctant policemen, acting 
under a court order, had to forc- 
ibly remove Brian from their 
home and take him to the Co- 


lumbus State School for the 


mentally retarded. 


Brian sits sadly in a wheel- 
chair in an overcrowded ward at 
the state institution. He lost five 
pounds in his first few weeks 
there. 


Dr. T. R. Huxtable, the physi- 
cian in charge of the ward, says 
the boy would be much better 
off in his former home than in 
an impersonal institution. 

Attendants say that Brian 
brightens into happy smiles only 
on weekends, when the two 
women who love him make a 
150-mile trip from Cleveland to 
see him. 


Cleveland newspapers have re- 
ceived scores of letters to the 
editor urging that the boy be 
returned to the sisters. The 
Cleveland Press published a 
strongly worded editorial mak- 
ing that demand.

Danny at His Best 


DANNY KAYE has come up with his most entertaining pic- 
ture in some time in “THE FIVE PENNIES,” which is based 
on the career of “Red” Nichols, famous Dixieland cornetist 


of the pre-World War II era. 


The sequences showing Nichols, having been frustrated in 
his efforts to play Dixieland, lousing up a series of radio bands 
(costumed as Eskimos, Northwest Mounties, Cossacks, etc., 
accerding to the sponsor’s product) are pure, hilarious farce. 

When Nichols gives up his career and his famous combo, 
“The Five Pennies,” to devote his time to his daughter, who 
has been attacked by infantile paralysis, tne plot slows down 
quite a bit and skirts soap opera, saved only by Kaye’s sin- 
cerity. The sequence where Nichols, now a shipyards worker 
during World War II, is practically sneered at as an old-fash- 
ioned square at a party for his daughter when the daughter’s 
teen-age friends find out who he was, seems pretty false and 
forced. The ending, with Red on the comeback trail, with his 
old friends, Satchmo, Jimmy Dorsey and Glenn Miller coming 
to his support, and his daughter tottering up to him without 
crutches, is predictable hokum; but it is handled with restraint 


and is nevertheless touching. 


Kaye is at his best as an entertainer, and doesn’t overdo 
the “‘sincere’ moments, as he used to. Barbara Bel Geddes 
makes a wife of sweetness and strength. Armstrong is his in- 
imitable self. Tuesday Weld, who plays the daughter as a 


teen-ager, is a girl to watch. 


English Family Comedy 


“RAISING A RIOT,” is rather a misnomer for the English 
picture at the APOLLO ART. In this comedy about how a 
Naval officer attempts to care for his three children during a 
holiday in which their mother is absent, there are the expected 
domestic mishaps while trying to live in a 
dilapidated windmill with mischievous chil- 
dren and a destructive dog, and there’s a 
food-throwing contest at a children’s party. 
But it’s essentially a nice, gentle, pleasant 
little family story, far from riotous. There 
is a chuckle here and a smile there, little 
character vignettes and quiet humor, but it 


never gets hilarious. 


Kenneth More is the understanding patient father, who 
mever seems to get exasperated, never blows his top, even 
when the dog steals the sausages for the supper out of the 
stove. However, except when wildly exaggerated, I can’t see 
much humor in domestic difficulties encountered by a helpless 
male—you just KNOW he is going to burn the pudding. Per- 
haps it would be funnier in one of these if the man did every- 
thing twice as efficiently as his wife. At least it would be a 
change. The kids, played by Gary Billings, Fusty Bentine and 
Mandy Miller, are quite natural. Jan Miller plays a pert 
neighboring young lady who acquires an outspoken case on our 
hero, who puts her off with a gentle pat on the head. 

Pretty far removed from this sunny theme is the co-feature, 
“GIRLS OF THE NIGHT,” a French-Italian-German production 
in French. It’s about prostitutes on the Marseille waterfront, 
the slimy procurers who live off them, and a dedicated priest 
who tries to reform them against most discouraging odds. 
Claus Holm plays the priest with a dogged gentleness, and 
Georges Marchal has a handsome hardness as the proprietor 
of a “stable.” The story has some moments of depth, as when 
one of the girls can't understand the purpose of the confes- 
sional, regarding it merely as a license to sin some more, and 
when women of the street attend Mass in a body, merely, as 
the deeply hurt priest realizes, out of curiosity. But it’s mostly 
a rather drab look at the sordid side of life, depending on melo- 
drama—an attempted rape, a fight, a murderously set fire—

ALTHOUGH PRESIDENT EISENHOWER termed it ‘‘one 
of the worst-kept secrets,” the announcement that Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev would come to the United States 
next month was rather astonishing. We have come a long 
way since the days when nobody would even listen to having 
Mr. K. here, and we were insistent that there would be no 
summit meeting unless certain definite things had come about 
in the current Foreign Ministers’ meeting. Now we will have 
a summit meeting, apparently regardless of what has been 
accomplished beforehand. 

Personally, I am very glad that the Prime Minister of 
the Soviet Union is coming to our country. I think he could 
never have acquired a true picture of us except through his 
own eyes.

A ‘Tribute to Huckleberry Pie 


THERE ARE certain be- 
nighted souls, city types mostly, 
who think blueberries and 
huckleberries are the same 
thing. They are no more the 
same than are raspberries and 
blackberries. 


Blueberries differ from huckle- 
berries, scientifically speaking, 
in that they are larger and con- 
tain numerous minute seeds. 
Also they are blue. Huckleber- 
ries are black, each one con- 
tains 10 nutlets, and they have 
a more tart flavor. 


But perhaps the chief differ- 
ence lies in the fact that blue- 
berries have been cultivated. At 
a certain time of the year, which 
is about now, you can buy them 
fresh at the markets, and at any 
time you can buy them in cans. 
As for huckleberries, I don’t 

how you could get your 
hands on any unless you went to 
the woods, as we used to do in 
Arkansas, and picked them. 


And the final difference is that 
while blueberries make a mighty 
good pie, they can’t hold a 
candle to huckleberries. 

It’s hard even to find a recipe 
for huckleberry pie. But we 
finally dug up one, and if you’re 
lucky enough to get hold of any 
huckleberries, give yourself a 
treat. Here’s how: 


Pick over and wash and drain 
a full quart of huckleberries. 
Put them in an enamel pan and 
add a cup of sugar. Put them 
over a low flame and let them 
come slowly to the boiling point. 
Cook them for about three min- 
utes and let them cool. 


Make enough plain pastry 
dough for top and bottom crust. 
Let it chill for half an hour. Roll 
out half of it and put it in the 
bottom of a 10-inch pie pan. 
Put in half of the cooked huckle- 
berries, then sprinkle on a table- 
spoon of flour. Add the rest of 
the berries and dot the pie gen- 
erously with butter. Put on the 
top crust, lan the edges over, 
crimp it and make a few gashes 
in the center. Put it in a pre- 
heated 450-degree oven and bake 
it until the crust begins to brown 
lightly, which should take around 
10 minutes. Then turn the heat 
down to 375 degrees or there- 
about and bake it another half 
hour. 

This pie is best served luke- 
warm with plenty of thick 
cream, something about as hard 
to come by as a quart of huckle- 
berries. But it’s nice to think 
about. 


PEOPLE WHO have never 
eaten huckleberry pie are going 
to be happy with blueberry pie, 
which is certainly nothing to 
turn up your nose at. There are 
a lot of blueberry pie recipes, 
and one of the best comes from 
New England where the blue- 
berry is properly appreciated: 

Wash a quart of blueberries 
and drain them well. Make pas- 
try dough and line the pie pan. 
Mix a tablespoon of sugar with 
a teaspoon of flour and sprinkle 
it over the pie crust. Fill the 
crust with blueberries and sprin- 
kle them lightly with nutmeg. 
Then sprinkle on a cup of sugar 
and dot the works with butter. 
Put on the top crust, seal it and 
prick it. Put it in the bottom 
of a hot oven, 450 degrees, for 
10 minutes. Then move it to the 
middle shelf and reduce the heat 
to 350 degrees and let it cook 
for 30 minutes. 


IN NEW ENGLAND they also 
make a deep dish blueberry pie 
which is worth any pie lover’s 
attention: 
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While blueberries make a mighty good pie, they can't hold 


a candle to 


Wash four cups of blueberries 
and put them in a saucepan 
along with a cup of sugar and 
a tablespoon of flour. Heat to 
the boiling point. Add a gener- 
ous tablespoon of butter and stir 
until it’s melted. Pour it into 
a deep pie plate and cover it 
with a crust made as follows: 

Sift a cup and a half of flour 
with a teaspoon of baking pow- 
der and a fourth of a teaspoon 
of salt. Cut in three tablespoons 
of shortening. Add about three 
tablespoons of cold water to 
make a stiff dough. Don’t roll 
it. Pat it into shape. 

Bake the deep dish pie in a 
450-degree oven until the crust 
is browned. You can serve this 
with thick cream, or whipped

cream, or soft vanilla ice cream 
or, best of all, a hard sauce 
made with brown sugar instead 
of powdered sugar and flavored 
with sherry. 


SPEAKING OF SAUCES, Don 
Zuerl of Fulton, Mo., a man who

things of life, wrote to thank us 
for our efforts to revive good, 
old-fashioned bread pudding. The 
only thing missing, he said, was 
the scorched butter sauce. 


We thought he must be think- 
ing of scorched sugar sauce, 


which is one of the more pleas- 
ant .memories associated with 
bread pudding, but he wrote 
back to insist that he meant 
scorched butter sauce, and he 
even dug up the recipe. Here's 
how: 

Mix a fourth of a cup of flour 
and half a cup of sugar, dry. 
Melt half a cup of butter and 
brown it. Then slowly add the 
sugar and flour mixture. When 
it’s blended add two cups of 
water, stirring constantly over 
low heat in a double boiler. Sea- 
son it with a teaspoon of vanilla. 

Don adds that his sister found 
the recipe in an old hand-written 
Missouri cookbook. 


IT MAY BE that sometime in 
your life you will want to know 
what honest-to-goodness mince- 
meat pie tastes like. You'll 
never know until you get honest- 
to-goodness mincemeat. If that 
time should ever come, here's 
how you get it: 

Combine three pounds of lean 
beef, finely ground; two pounds 
of finely chopped suet, three 
quarts of chopped apples, three 
pounds of seeded raisins, two 
pounds of currants, one pound of 
chopped citron, a half cup of 
chopped candied orange peel, 
the same of candied lemon peel, 
a half cup of lemon juice, a 
fourth of a cup of orange juice, 
two tablespoons of salt, four cups 
of sugar, a cup of black coffee, 
a cup of strong cider, a teaspoon 
of cloves, a teaspoon of allspice, 
two teaspoons of cinnamon and 
a cup of currant jelly. 

Cook it covered for two hours. 
Then stir in three cups of good 
brandy and one cup of sherry. 
Let it stand in a crock in a cool

THERE IS a widespread no- 
tion that a whale sends up a 
stream of water when it spouts. 
Before much was kfiown about 
these animals, some persons be- 
lieved that a whale took water 
into its mouth, then blew it 
out from the top of its head. 


The truth is different. The 
whale sends moist air above its 
head. There are whales with a 
single blowhole, others with a 
pair of them. A little water may 
gather on top of a blowhodle, and 
this ig sent up with the air. 

Q. How high is the spout of 
a whale? 

A. Some of the smaller whales 
have spouts which risé only two 
or three feet. The gray whale, 
which may be called middle- 
sized, spouts to a height of 10 
or 1l feet. A blue whale or fin- 
back may produce a spout from 
18 to 20 feet high. 

Q. Which is the la t whale? 

A. The blue whale. Several blue 
whales with a length of 100 feet 
have been captured. One was re- 
ported to have a length of 107 
feet. The weights of some blue 
whales run from 100 to 130 tons. 

The blue whale ranks as the

largest animal known to have 
lived on earth. It equalé,- or 
slightly exceeds, the length of 
the largest dinosauts of past 
ages, and is far more bulky than 


-any of them. As nearly a$ we 


can judge, it would take from 
three to six Thunder Lizards to 
balance the weight of one blue 
whale. 

Q. What do blue whales éat? 

A. They feed largely on small 
shellfish, akin to shtimps. A 
ton of such food has beén found 
in the stomach of a blue whale. 

Some of the other whalebone 
whales obtain the same kind of 
food, but several varieties enjoy 
herrings. Sperm whales use 
their big teeth to attack and 
crush an octopus when possible, 
but more often pursue and cap- 
ture squids.
